To the Board of Trustees of Public Schools of the District of Columbia. 


GENTLEMEN: The Committee on Teachers and Janitors have the honor 
to submit the following report respecting the adjustment of the saleries of 
teachers of the Public Schools for the current school year, in accordance 
with the requirements of the appropriation act. 

The act provides 745 teachers atan annual ayerage salary not to exceed 
$680, and the sum of $506,600, an increase over the year just closed of 52in 
the number of teachers, $10 in the average annual salary and $42,290 in the 
aggregate amount of teachers’ salaries. All of those restrictions which ren- 
dered the organization of the schools so difficult in the year just passed are 
retained in the existing appropriation act, with two modifications, namely : 
the increase in the average annual salary and the raising of the minimum 
amount, above which no increase either in the salary of any teacher or in 
the number of teachers at any grade of salary can be made, from $900 to 
$1,000. 

‘Your committee was also confronted at the beginning of their task by two 
considerations of great weight: Firsf, the assurance given the Appropriations 
Committees of the two Houses of Congress on the part of this Board of the 
firm intention of the Board to equalize the salaries of the teachers under its 
control the current fiscal year ; and, secondly, the intent and purpose of the 
committee, plainly and repeatedly expressed during the past few years, that 
in any revision of teachers’ salaries the so-called “ longevity system ”” should 
not be retained. 

That the present method of adjustment salaries could not be adhered to 
without increasing the complexity and difficulty of organizing and main- 
taining the schools, year by year, especially in view of the restrictions of 
the appropriation acts, evidencing the opinion of Congress, seemed to your 
committee the only warrantable conclusion. They therefore adopted the 
two principles referred to, equalization and the abolition of the longevity 
system, except in the case of salaries of less than $500 per annum, as the 
bases of the new adjustment. 

In order that the teachers might receive the full benefit of the provisions 
of the appropriation act a careful estimate was made of the cost of placing 
all the teachers of each grade at the maximum salary of that grade as pro- 
yided in the existing schedule. It was found that the amount of the appro- 
priation would not justify such a schedule by many thousand dollars, while, 
‘on the other hand, a large amount of money would remain unexpended were 
the teachers to be placed at the minvaum salaries of their respective grades. 
By a careful computation of the cost involved in each change the following 
schedule of salaries was determined on, the largest salary being provided in 
each case consistent with the needs of the schools and the requirements of 
the appropriation act. The table below shows the comparison between this 
proposed schedule and the existing schedule in its maximum, middle, and 
minimum sularies.

It was deemed wise to continue the ‘longevity system ” in foree now in 
schools of the first and second grades, taught mostly by recent graduates of 
the normal schools—salaries in such grades being in no case above $500 per 
annum. This exception to the abrogation of the ‘longevity system”? has 
met with no opposition on the part of Congress, which aimed at the reduc- 
tion of the higher salaries. s 

The greatest difficulty in the work of revision arose from the peculiar 
state of sularies in the eighth grade schools and the entire lack of flexibility 
in attempting to remedy the matter, owing to the restrictions of the appro- 
priation act. In this grade nearly all teachers receive at least $1,000, while 
many receive between that amount and $1,500—the maximum pay of the 

rade. , 

3 The decision of the Honorable First Comptroller of the United States 
Treasury, of July, 1889, to the effect that any decrease in the number of 
teachers in any grade of salary of $1,000 or more, with a corresponding 
increase in the number at some lower grade, also of $1,000 or more, even 
though the aggregate amount should not be increased, would be contrary 
to the provisions of the appropriation act, left practically but one sohution 
of the question, namely, to assign all eighth grade teachers now receiving 
$1,000 or more as principals of buildings, as far as practicable at their 
present salaries. It is recommended that teachers of this grade who are 
assigned as principals of buildings now receiving less than $1,000 be placed 
at $975, and all teachers of this grade now receiving less than $1,000, not 
principals, receive $950.

Notice of Change of Rule 48, Section 1. 


I give notice that I shall move, at the proper time, to change Sec. 1 of 
Rule 48 to read: ‘The number of pupils in the Washington Normal 
School of the Seventh and Kighth Divisions shall not exceed twenty-five 
(25).” 

The urgent reason for this change is shown by the fact that we are now 
graduating nearly double the number needed for the public service. 

Under the former arrangement, which provided for the lawful propor- 
tion of pupils for this school, viz: one-third, or half the. number provided 
for the white school, we have been able to employ every graduate but one 
up to 1887, but with the number increased to 40, we have 15 gradmates of 
the class of 1888 unemployed, who, under Rule 18, Par. 5, cannot be em- 
ployed. Of the class of 1889, from a class of 40 graduates, only eight have, 
as yet, been employed, and certainly not one-half the number graduated 
can be employed. We were told when the number was increased that 
one-half would not expect places. We have no legal right to give a pro- 
fessional education at the expense of the public to persons to be employed 
elsewhere. ‘The spirit of the law contemplates meeting the wants of our 
own school system, hence the preference given in the law,to the graduates 
of our own school, and the obligation of the pupils to teach two years if 
their services are needed.

Drak Sir: In reply to yours of Aug. 10, I would say that the daughter 
of Mrs. Logan is not an Eighth-grade pupil but a member of the first-year 
class in the High School, and one who failed of promotion to the second- 
year cluss, This correction of Mrs. Logan’s statement may make unneces- 
sary the answers to the questions that you ask in connection therewith, I 
do not see any practical difference between the proposition to admit all pu- 
pils falling 5 per cent. and less below the standard, and a proposition to 
lower the standard of High School admission to the extent of 5 per cent. 

I do not know of any circumstances justifying a temporary relaxation of 
the standard of admission that would not tend to form a precedent for future 
years. The Principal of the High School, whose opinion has been sought, 
States that he does not think it would be beneficial to the High School to 
grant Mrs. Logan's request to admit her daughter and all uther pupils fall- 
ing not more than 5 per cent. below the standard on probation for the first 
quarter of the next scho»l year. An opinion as to the fitness of pupils for 
promotion, formed by the principal and his associate teachers from daily 
contact with thein in theclass-room, necessarily carries with it great weight; 
and, as I have no reason to doubt its accuracy, I cannot recommend that 
the request be granted. 

It is a practice of the High School to receive pupils, who have failed to 
be passed up by their Eighth-grade teachers, upon a special examination in 
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September. Such pupils, however, have based their reques suc 
ination upon the statement (corroborated by thoir Gastany see the Wave 
had special instruction during the vacation to remedy the deficiencies thut 
prevented their promotion at the close of the school year.

Tt is thus seen that the estimated number of High School pupils to be 
provided for during the next school year is sixteen hundred and Seventy- 
one. 

The Board is fully advised as to the recent extension of the present High 
School building, which supplied an urgent need, relieving an overwhelm- 
ing demand for room and permitting an enlargement of facilities and a 
satisfactory adjustment of the work of the school, Notwithstanding this 
extensidn the building is now inadequate. 

The number of High School pupils has been rapidly increasing cach year 
and has more than kept pace with the enlarged accommodations. It is nt 
deomed necessary to discuss the reasons producing this result, Your ecom- 
mittee believes that the intelligent and forcible statements made in the last 
annual report of the Board (pages 7, 8, and 9), under the head of « Pay 
of Tetchers” and “The Washington High School,’ embrace the princi- 
pal causes operating to produce this result. But whatever the cause, the 
Board is confronted with the result in the form of over 1,600 pupils who 
will be knocking at the doors of the High School at the beginning of the 
next school year. 

The solution of this question is also seriously embarrassed by the fact that 
the High School is not located with marked convenience to the large area 
of the city.

limited number‘of pupils. 1t must be borne in mind that we main Preseng 
motive for the action recommended is the absolute necessity existing for 
relief to the High School by reducing the number of prospective Pupils by 
about 500. To effect this result with the least disturbance to our Present 
system and with the best promise of improved conditions defines our limits 
of experiment. Whatever is done must be accomplished within the limits 
of existing appropriations, and must under no circumstances lessen the 
efficiency of any other branch or part of the system. 

Where shall such relief schools be located ? : : 

Your Committee believes that the first locality to be selected for this por. 
pose should be the Third Division. This division is a long distance from 
the High School, is thickly populated, and the estimated number of eighth 
grade promotions fér next year is 146. : 

This number may be further increased by the first year pupils from the 
Arthur and Gales buildings in the Second Division, 48 in number, and by 
8 pupils from Anacostia and 3 from Benning, muking an aggregate of 200 
pupils. se : mee 

The other location naturally suggested is in the Fifth Division, This 
division (Georgetown) lies at the western limit of our city school ara, and 
is also a long distance from the present High School. The estimated num. 
ber of new pupils from this district is 35. 

To this number may be added the new pupils from the Weightman and 
Grant buildings, in the First Division, numbering 89, and 8 pupils from the 
Tennallytown School of the Sixth Division, making a total of 77 pupils, 
which may be possibly increased somewhat from other portions of the First 
Division. 

The particular buildings to be selected for this purpose recommended by 
your Committee are the Peabody building, in the Third Division, and the 
Curtis building, in the Fifth Division. The selection of these buildings is 
recommended by reason of their central location with reference to the aren 
to be accommodated. Only a portion of each building will be required for 
this purpose. 

Your Committee is advised by the Trustees of the Third and Fifth Di- 
visions, respectively, that the rooms in the buildings named, required for 
this purpose, can be spared without serious inconvenience to the Division 
Schools.. At most, the inconvenience suffered in the Third Division will 
be only temporary. Anew eight-room building is provided for this division 
in the current District bill. In the Fifth Division a new building is fully 
completed, and, it is believed that there will be no difficulty whatever in 
providing the necessary rooms for this purpose in the Curtis building. 

Afier careful consideration, your Committee is satisfied that many dis-

But it is suggested with great force that many parents) have not the Means 
to mnintain their children in the schools beyond the eighth grade for two 
or three years, as contemplated in the High School courses, and that many 
of these would find the means to send their children to a schoo) affording a 
business course extending over one year, inasmuch as such a course Would 
give the pupil material aid in fitting him for sume useful and remunerative 
employment soon after leaving school. The force of such a demand is rec. 
ognized by the Committee. 

The Board of Trustees is bound to accede to any reasonable demand 
which seeks an extension of our system of public schools in the interest of 
that cluss of our citizens whose means are limited. Believing that such a 
demand exists, and that the means at hand are ainple Lo provide the facilj- 
ties suggested, your Committee thinks that the business course of the High 
School should be so amended as to provide a course of one year carefully 
arranged on lines shown by experience to be productive of the best restiltss 

Itis also deemed entirely practicable to have instruction for pupils in thi, 
course given outside of the High School building. In fact, a Segregration 
of the pupils of this course would give some distinct advantages and afford 
larger opportunities for making the course more valuable and effective, 

The withdrawal of these pupils from the High School building, in addi- 
tion to the number of first-year pupils proposed to be instructed in the Pea- 
body and Curtis buildings, will reduce the number of High School pupils 
for next year by about 400. ; 

Your Committee is unable to estimate the number of pupils that would 
select a business course of one year. The number of pupils in the first year 
of the business course of the High School js 121, and it is safe to assume 
that not a less number will be applicants ‘for admission to the separate
